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HE Great Changes and Revolutions which 
have happend in the Aﬀairs of the World 
have been very ofren uſhered in with ſome 
ſtrange Preſages and Predictions. It would be 
tedious to recount all the prodigious Comets, Viſions, Ap- 
paritions and -Prophecies which have in all Ages given 
occation of Wonder and Amazement. This is moſt cer- 
. tain, never was there a more active World than now, and 
perhaps the mightieſt Wheels are now at work that the 
great Machine ever ſet a-moving. The long depending 
Tryal of skill between the vaſt Ambition of France, and 
the tugging World engaged againſt him, attords Mankind 
no mean Hopes and Fears, and no common Expettartion. 
And if Portents and PrediCtions were ever the Fore- 
runners of extraordinary Revolutions, we have ſome Rea- 
ſon to believe, that ſince the preſent Ferment of Europe is 
200 violent to hold long at a ftay, and fome great Change 
muſt ſuddenly follow ; if all thofe ſpeaking Oracles are 
not quite filenced , rhzre may be fome Propheticks poin- 
ting to this preſent Age. Though Prophecies , 'tisTrue, 
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generally meet the ſame Treatment from the incredulous 
World, which Noat's Prophetick Sermon of forty years, 
whilſt he was building the Ark, received from the inſenſ}- 
ble Race of mankind before the univerſal Deluge. 

And as the: generality of Prophecies are commonly' ſo 
wrapt in Diſguiſe and Riddle, thar it is very difficult to 
oive*em ant Interpretation; yet without vanity I here pre- 
ſent the Reader with ſome few prifibly as free from that 
Veil and Obſcurity as any he has met with , and perhaps 
thoſe that ſpeak as plainly to this Great Fourth Year of 
cur preſent King I/;//iam as can be expected. 

The Firſt ſhal! be chat ancient one going under the 
Title of Mr. Truſwcll, the Recorder of Lineeln's I'rophecy

{uch Wonders againſt France ;, {viz. the Black one in this 
Prophecy, and the $9» of man in the other ) to be meant 
King Charles the {econd, A very odd fort of an Interpre- 
tation, to make that unfortunate, if not infatuated Prince, 
the foredoom'd Scourge of Frence, when his Inclinations 
lay io clearly the contrary way ; a Prince fo ſtrangely ri- 
vered and tryed to the French Intereſt, that both the 
old Engliſh Honour and the Safety of his People were 
daily letſen'd by the exorbitant Growth of Frazce. (The 
beft Favour Erg/and could expect from fo infatiate an 
Ambition, to be laſt devour'd by this hungry Po!yphe- 
245.) The Obligation of Truſt iodged in him as Ar- 
biter of Eurove , nor tie Common Juſtice of aiding the 
inzurd Side, the Confederacy ; in ſhort, neither thele, nor 
any other Conſiderations, were of Force to wean him 
from his extravagant Dotage and Fondneis to France 
| bur rather to make him lend all Heip to the ſtrengthning 
that Horſe, whoſe Foot, if he would have remembred, had 
before (viz, 11 his Ezue) not over-kindly ſpurned him out 
of Doors. 
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
